Washington, D. C., Jan. ll.—One 


could shut bis eyes and imagine a 
Roman holiday when all steps wend­ 
ed to the circus. Certainly It seemed 
as if everybody in Washington was 
bent on getting into the senate to 
hoar Senator Tillman. 
As early' as IO o’clock, two hours 
before congress met, the avenue for 
a mile was like two parallel streams 
that emptied into the cavernous Capi­ 
tol. The doors leading to the senate 
galleries were barriers, for they open 
only at ll, and so the streams of 
people banked up 
until 
the/ ex­ 
tended down the stairs at every side 
and 
half 
way 
across 
the 
capitol 
through the corridors on the main 
floor. And then when the door- \vrre 
opened these embedded streams of 
men 
and 
women 
poured 
into the 
galleries as water when it breaks 
its barriers. These 
were crowding 
jostling, even fighting. 
Women 
in 
their desperation to get admission 
tore 
at 
one 
another’s 
millinery, 
which surely is a grevious offense. Pi 
ten minutes the senate galleries were 
Ii 11 eel. There is not even standing 
room for one more. And yet there 
are three times as many outside as 
in. Some of them—women—are cry­ 
ing because in this pell-mell they 
were, as chips, thrown aside by men 
from the current, which once in it 
must, for a moment, have emptied 
you into the chamber. Also !lW*e 
are men cursing that their gallantry 
to women caused their own def at. 
Anxious to “See Fur Fly.* 
Easily, too, one could fancy that it 
was somewhat in the spirit of this 
crowd that the Romans flocked to 
their circus. They were excited by 
the hope of being witnesses to a 
tragedy. So were these. The differ­ 
ence w as merely one of variety. Here 
there w as to be no blood. But mn ii 
was to fight for his life—his political 
life—and while he w'as on the de­ 
fensive it was believed, at least hop­ 
ed, that he 
would make grevious 
wounds on his adversary. 
For of course this great and morbid 
crowd had cone to hear Senator 
Tillman. Aud so far as one could 
gather it was a sympathetic crowd. 
You could hear confident prediction 
of how he would xefute and demolish 
his adversary, who was no less than 
the president of the United States, 
and more than that when Tillman, 
fresh shaved, more remarkable for 
the fact that his hair was arranged, 
but wearing that one black Prince 
Albert which became illustrious some 
years ago from constant use; when 
Tillman, carrying a bunch of proof 
sheets and scowling like an angered 
Jove, entered the senate a wave of 
applause rippled around the galleries. 
But there was no rebuke. The senate 
had not met. A moment later the 
vice president enters, Dr. Hale offers 
prayer and then Tillman gets up— 
demands recognition on a question of 
personal privilege. Meantime half the 
members of the house have come 
over and lined themselves four and 
five deep around the senate walls. 
It w’as a scene for a painter, a 
scene that helped you to appreciate 
that one who has long posed as an 
exemplar of austere public morality, 
was now to defend himself against 
charges, v, Inch, if true, proved him 
guilty not of crime indeed, but of 
high sullied ideals of his own peaeh- 
ment. 
Usual Gestures Are Lacking 
Tillman read from printed proof 
sheets. That precluded those exhibi­ 
tions of wild guesture one is accus- 
tamed to when he speaks. Also it 
somewhat cooled the hopes of those 
who had come expecting to hear lur'd 
denunciation, for these were to be 
words written in the closet and cen­ 
sored by -friends more prudent than 
he. Still now . and .hen they burned. 
One could see and feel that bitterness 
in which each had been soaked. Al­ 
most fancy fire darting from the 
sightless eyeaocket. 
More than an bour ho spoke, then 


sat down, scowling as one mad be­ 
cause of his tongue's impotence to 
speak the feelings of the heart. Sev­ 
eral 
democratic 
senators 
gathered 
around him and extended their hands 
in sympathy and shortly some cross­ 
ed over to him from the republican 
side. 
The effect of it: By every one K is 
thought strong as an extenuation; by 
some it is thought good as a de­ 
fense. But as a denial all see that It 
is negligible. The controversy is as 
to the ethical quality of his act And 
it is everywhere remarked that* to 
defend himself against the charge 
of having been disingenuous with the 
senate when he denounced those he 
had been negotiating with he ra sed 
a question as to the strict meaning 
of a word. More than that, it is re­ 
marked that to defend himself again t 
j th** charge that be used his public 
I office to promote a private enterprise 
he enunciated the doctrine that there 
"is no sense or reason” in tin- posi­ 
tion that it is "unlawful, immoral or 
•improper” for a senator “to act in 
this chamber on any question affect­ 
ing his personal Interest." 
That, it has 
been 
observed, 
is 
strange doctrine coming from Till­ 
man, and in this observation one can 
get the consensus of opinion of the 
effect of the whole episode on the 
reputation 
of 
the 
South 
Carolina 
senator. 
Senator 
Tillman 
in 
closing 
his 
speech declared that he would de­ 
mand an investigation. But it is not 
likely that there will be one.. 
Mentions Physician's Warning, 
"It has been expected and desired,” 
be said, “that having made my own 
defense, I should turn my batteries 
on ray assailant. I don't feel that my 
strength i- sufficient for the double 
task. My physic'ans have warned me 
against over-taxing myself. 
“The president lives in a glass 
house, even with a glass door in it, 
and should remember the old adage. 
He has exerted all the power of the 
government to destroy me, but I feel 
that I stand unscathed, because, if all 
other arguments fail to convince men, 
the character for rectitude, truthful­ 
ness, and honesty which I have build­ 
ed in the sixty-one years of my life 
would at last be my bulwark. Men 
who have always been clean and 
honorable don’t 
suddenly 
become 
liars 
and 
hypocrites 
at 
sixty-one 
without any necessity. 
Quotes from Spenser, 
| 
"Later on in this session it is my 
purpose to devote some time to bring­ 
ing Theodore Roosevelt face to face 
with his true self and let the people 
of the United States see w'hat char­ 
acter of man they have been so bow­ 
ed down to. For the present I content 
myself with applying to him this 
quotation from Spenser: 
" He ranges throughout the w’hole 
world, neither is there any that can 
restrain him. Of late he has grown 
especially presumptuous and pesti­ 
lent, barking and biting alike, wheth­ 
er they be blameworthy or innocent. 
None are free of his attacks. He 
shares neither* the learned w th nor 
the gentle pot, but rends and tears 
with out regard of person, reason or 
time.” 
Extract From Speech. 
“He promotes me to membership 
in the Ananias club and charges in 
effect, that I have deliberately lied 
to the senate. 
"He charges that I have exerted 
my official influence and work as a 
senator for my personal benefit alone 
to secure the pipage of a rr solution 
j and to press the department of jus­ 
tice to bring suit against the cor­ 
poration which holds so mech of the 
public domain in the West and will 
not sell it to settlers under terms 
of their grants from the government. 
“He has prepared his ind’ctment 
with consummate ability and skill.

action, attention has 
been directed in compelling the deed 
of prompt action by the department 
of justice. Whether I ever get any 
of the land or not, does not matter, 
if Harriman and others of that ilk 
are made to disgorge the large hold­ 
ings which they have stolen and the 
attempting to hold.

To can chicken prepare as for stew ­ 
ing, put on to cook in water to cover, 
with a rounding tablespoon (possibly 
m ore) of salt to each chicken.

To Keep Vegetables.

Parsley and celery, if dug up by the 
roots, with some of the earth around 
them , and placed in the cellar, will 
also keep green for some time. 


French Salad Dressing. 
Three tablespoons of olive oil, one 
tablespoon vinegar.

\ o u have often been impressed by tile 
difference between the decorations of two 
wmdow-trimmers, each of whom employed 
the same matci lals for his work. I he one drew 
your attention and held it by the ^race.and 
cleverness and art manifested in his display. 
Tile other realized so little of the possibilities 
in the materials placed at his disposal that un­ 
less some one called your attention to his 
bundling you would have gone on unconscious 
of its existence. 


An advertiser must know that he gets his' 
results in accordance with the skiI! exercised 
in preparing his verbal displays. 
He must 
make people stop and pause. 
H is copy has to 
stand, out. 


He must not only make a show of things 
that are attractive to the eye but are attractive 
to the people’s needs as well. 


The window-trimmer must not make the 
mistake of thinking that the showiest stocks 
are the most salable. 
The advertiser must not 
make the mistake of thinking that the showiest 
words are the most clinching. 


Windows are too few in number to be 
used with indiscretion. 
The good merchant 
puts those goods back of his plate glass which 
nine people out of ten will want after they 
have seen them. 


The good advertiser tells about goods 
which nine readers out of'ten will buy if they 
can be convinced. 


Newspaper space itself is only the win­ 
dow, just as the showcase is but a frame for 
merchandise pictures. A window on a crowd­ 
ed street in the best neighborhood, where 
prosperous persons pass continually, is more 
desirable than one in a cheap, sparsely settled 
neighborhood. 
An advertisement in a news­ 
paper with the most readers and the most 
prosperous ones possesses a great advantage 
over the same copy in a medium circulating 
among persons who possess less means.

The other realized so little of the possibilities 
in the materials placed at his disposal that un- 
less so-ne one called your attention to his 
bungling you would have gone on unconscious 
of its existence. 


An advertiser must know that he gets his 


results in accordance with the skill exercised 
in preparing his verbal displays. 
Fie must 


make people stop and pause. His copy has to 
stand out. 


He must not only make a show of things 


that are attractive to the eye but are attractive 
to the people's needs as well. 


The window-trimmer must not make the 


mistake of thinking that the showiest stocks 
are the most salable. 
The advertiser muse not 


make the mistake of thinking that the showiest 
words are the most clinching. 


Windows are too few in number to be 


used with indiscretion. The good merchant 
puts those goods back of his plate glass which 
nine people out of ten will want after they 
have seen them. 


The good advertiser tells about 


which nine readers out of ten will buy if 
can be convinced. 


Newspaper space itself is only the win- 


dow, just as the showcase is but a frame for 
merchandise pictures. A window on a crowd- 
ed street in the best neighborhood, where 
prosperous persons pass continually, is more 
desirable than one in a cheap, sparsely settled 
neighborhood. An advertisement in a news- 
paper with the most readers and the most 
prosperous ones possesses a great advantage 
over the same copy in a medium circulating 
among persons who possess less means. 
It 


would be foolish for a shop to build its win- 
dows in the alleyway—and just as much so to 
put its advertising into newspape'rs which are 
distributed among "alley-dwelfers."

The other realized so little of the possibilities 
in the materials placed at his disposal that un- 
less so~ne one called your attention to his 
bungling you would have gone on unconscious 
of its existence. 


An advertiser must know that he gets his 


results in accordance with the skill exercised 
in preparing his verbal displays. 
He must 


make people stop and pause. Hts copy has to 
stand out. 


He must not only make a show of things 


that are attractive to the eye but are attractive 
to the people's needs as well. 


The window-trimmer must not make the 


mistake of thinking that the showiest stocks 
are the most salable. 
The advertiser muse not 


make the mistake of thinking that the showiest 
words are the most clinching. 


Windows are too few m number to be 


used with indiscretion. The good merchant 
puts those goods back of his plate glass which 
nine people out of ten will want after they 
have seen them. 
| 


The good advertiser tells about goods 


which nine readers out of ten will buy irthey 
can be convinced. 


Newspaper space itself is only the win- 


dow, just as the showcase is but a frame for 
merchandise pictures. A window on a crowd- 
ed street in the best neighborhood, where 
prosperous persons pass continually, is more 
desirable than one in a cheap, sparsely settled 
neighborhood. An advertisement in a news- 
paper with the most readers and the most 
prosperous ones possesses a great advantage 
over the same copy in a medium circulating 
among persons who possess less means. 
It 


would be foolish for a shop to build its win- 
dows in the alleyway—and just as much so to 
put its advertising into newspape'rs which are 
distributed among "alley-dwellers."
